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EDITORIAL NOTES 


IN THIS DAY WHEN CHILDREN’S INTERESTS are considered a vital 
factor in education and when the sales value of pictorial presentation 
is constantly analyzed by experts, a study which combines these ele- 
ments cannot fail to provoke interested discussion. Having been chal- 
lenged repeatedly by such dogmatic statements as “children will enjoy 
these pictures” and “these illustrations will awaken and stimulate the 
child’s interest in the story,” Helen Martin, Assistant Professor, 
School of Library Science, Western Reserve University, undertook to 
ascertain the kinds of book illustration that appeal to children, and her 
findings are presented in Children’s preferences in book illustration 
issued by Western Reserve University as their bulletin for July 15, 
1931. Age, sex, mental attainment, and racial traits are all considered 
in the survey which was made by students in the senior course in 
library work with children at Western Reserve, class of 1930. Chil- 
dren’s librarians and school librarians, as well as teachers both in 
public and parochial schools in Cleveland, assisted in carrying forward 
the project which was entered into whole-heartedly by the children par- 
ticipating. While some of the deductions and statements made in this 
preliminary report may in a future expanded presentation seem to be 
more in keeping with generally accepted ideas of book illustration for 
the young, studies of this kind are bound to shake some of the pre- 
conceived notions of what children like which are held by “Olympi- 
ans.’’ On the other hand, they may serve to make them more sure of 
what they thought was true. 


FOR A NUMBER OF YEARS THERE HAS BEEN a growing interest in the 
international aspect of children’s books. This has resulted not only in 
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more books telling of life in foreign lands, but also in lists of books 
and other projects designed to stimulate children’s interest in this 
phase of reading. Because international relations seem to be touching 
everyone more closely than ever before, it has seemed appropriate in 
the observance of Book Week, November 15-21 this year, to place 
the emphasis on this round-the-world theme. The poster which the 
National Association of Book Publishers announces for early dis- 
tribution will show foreign children bringing books to American chil- 
dren. It is suggested that librarians take advantage of the opportunity 
to make their own lists from the resources of their collection.

FROA SOME KNEW BOOKS 


THe THREE OWLS HAVE BEEN PRIMARILY CONCERNED with individual books 
rather than with group reviews, with the outstanding work of new authors and 
artists, or the rediscovery of older ones. . . . Their aim has been to give form 
and meaning to a body of constructive criticism of children’s books published 
between 1924 and 1930 by their initial selection and by continuity in the manner 
of presentation. 

It would have been impossible to accomplish a step in this direction without 
clear understanding of the nature and quality of creative work in the successive 
periods of development of literature for children as distinguished from the pro- 
duction of juveniles from season to season. This kind of reviewing cannot be 
bought or taught. Book reporting may be, apparently, to the frustration of all 
impulse to read for the book’s sake. One must have a natural taste for good 
writing and good drawing if he is to develop any degree of skill in the recognition 
and appraisal of either when it appears in new forms for a new age. And one 
must keep on feeding that taste from fresh sources as long as one lives if one 
expects to be read. 

Children’s books have suffered from childish inhibitions of writers who allow 
no margin for surprise, and from ill-timed comparison with ‘“Andersen’s Fairy 
Tales” or “Alice,” with “Little Women,” “Tom Sawyer” or “Huckleberry Finn.” 
The reception of a children’s book that is “different” is even yet a dubious pros- 
pect for its author and artist however distinctive their achievement. It is at this 
point that the reviewer may help to give the book its true place in time to justify 
not only the publication of one book but of more books which are “different,” 
worth while, and it may be, “hard to sell.” 

Children’s books published in the decade between 1920 and 1930 reveal more 
new forms, both outward and inward, than at any other period in their history.
